fifty miles southeast of Los Angeles, which
took such hold upon their fancj- - that they
wero never satisfied until thej had estab-
lished their resting headquarters there.

Far awaj from the hurry ard bustle, up
In a can on w here are purilng streams and
nodding ferns and spreading live oaks,
nestled within a crescent of tho mount-
ains.

"Arden" they have called this mountain
home. In honor of Shakespeare's "Forest of
Arden " Hero Modjeska comes each sum-
mer to spe'nn as much time as her busy
life will permit.

hind it In terraced greenery. In front of
the houso is an stone curbed
well, from which an "iron bound bucket"
draws dtllciously cold water. Hammocks
and easy chairs InWto ou to linger and
listen to the murmur of tho stream, tho

plash of the fountain, the song of tho birds,
the drone ot the bee. while jou drink in
deep breaths of exhilarating air, and gaza
jour fill upon the mountain peaks, tho blue
bky and the fern draped terraces.

Bcjond the house tho scene becomes
more wild and rugged, the mountains
crouch cIost together, leading only room
for the road and tho stream to "wind
about and in and out" until the road dis-
appears, and nature Is left In undisturbed
sublimity. Count IJozenta. with the aid of
Ralph Modjeska's engineering skill, has
conducted water from theso mountain sol-
itudes for domestic purposes and irrigating
his orchards In the lmpnnements that
have befn made there has been an effort
to supplement the natural beauties, but to
leae nature as undisturbed as possible,
and the result Is most plealng

Tho houe is quaint and ittractlie In Its
appearance, charming in Its arrangement
and Interesting throughout. Rut the room
about which the rest of the house seems to
cluster Is j. large ono which series aj. stu-
dio, llbrarj and music room combined. The
walls are lined with bookcases, containing

aluable libraries In Polish, Trench and
Knsllsh. A fireplace of medltval design,
built ot hewn stone, with i high, narrow
shelf, is ornamental, the cool evenings and
mornings are made more comfortable by its
open lire. Couches in cosy corners, an or-
gan and a concert grand piano, comblno
with pictures and art treasures picked up
In .ill lands to make this room most quaint
and attractive. The light comes through a
stained glas window high up In tho north
gable. I recall a summer's evening when
the fading light of the sunset afterglow fell
softly through the stained glass ot the
window and the shadows crept from their
hiding places and reached out their arms
to chase the day away: when tho sweet
strains of "Ave Maria" filled the quaint
room with melody and tho mind with a
tanglo of weird fancies, that made it alt
seem a picture from an old-tlm- o story
book.
